1 . Recommended Action : That you approve the attached proposal 
(Attachment B) for a short-duration project under the DCI's Exceptional 
Intelligence Analyst Program (EIAP), and that you sign the attached letter to 
D/DIA (Attachment A) announcing your decision. 

2. Background : In accordance with your direction (see background 
memoranda), the EIAP has been expanded to encompass projects of shorter 
duration (less than one year) that are focused on issues of immediate concern 
to the Intelligence Community. A flexible review process has been established 
to respond to such projects as they are received, and projects may be 
submitted at any time in contrast to the one- to two-year projects which are 
approved in accordance with an annual review cycle. 


3. The atta ched short-duration (nine-months) project proposal by 

^USMC, has been reviewed both by his parent agency (DIA) and 
by an Intelligence Community Staff panel, and is recommended for your approval 
for the following reasons: 

The project deals with an issue of major interest to the Intelligence 
Community--national analytical support to U.S. forces in the field. 
Specifically, the project focuses on the unique intelligence 
requirements related to special operations and the Community's 
ability to meet those requirements. If successful, the project 
should constitute a significant contribution toward addressing a 
major intelligence issue. 

The project should enhance the applicant's value as a career 
intelligence analyst. As constructed, it allows the applicant not 
only to research, collate, and analyze data, but also to examine 
information management techniques, analytical methodologies, and the 
efficiency of existing and proposed intelligence production systems.
